This number includes 
almost three fourths of the students in

Each carrier serves an aver 
age of 1303 people.

reform s are expected to be im m edi­ 
ately put in force by the M exican 
governm ent aud th e leading insurrect 
Boniata to aid in restoring peace. 
The presence at th e Hotel A ster of 
Mr. M adero, the fath er of the “ pro- j 
visional president" of the rebels, to­ 
gether with th ree of his sons, the fact 
th a t 
L im antour 
has 
been, 
through 
th ree generation*, the confidential ad 
viser of th e M adero fam ily, the fact 
that L im antour and the senior M adero 
have been in conference, while Im­ 
portant 
m essages 
have 
been 
going 
back and forth from th e finance m in­ 
ister to Mexico City, added signifi­ 
cance to th e situation. 
W hile in Paris, before he left for 
New York, U m autoiir declared rn an 
interview his belief in the need of a 
num ber of reform s to m eet the Just 
w ishes 
of 
th e 
insurrectos. 
W hen 
leaving he said: 
‘•.Mistakes have been m ade, perhaps 
som e of them serious, but this fact is 
not 
peculiar to Mexico. 
Many re ­ 
form s have been brought about in re ­ 
cent years. 
O thers of even greater 
Im portance are under way and may 
be m ade public in the near future." 
A fter his conference with Francisco 
M adero, Sr., Mr. U rnantour received 
a long telegram from Mexico Citv.

but the four wails. 
The contents of th e building were 
lost.

students, num bering 
m ore than 2t>0, and of th e professors, 
of whom there were tw enty or thirty. 
St. C harles college was one of the 
oldest institutions of its kind in th e 
country. 
The building was of stone 
stall ling on a high hill, about five 
m iles west of Kllicott City. 
Driven by a brisk wind, the fire 
rapidly ate its way into the m ain 
building 
The fire ap p aratu s at Elli­ 
cott City responded to a telephone 
call for assistance, and m any farm ers 
and others who were attracted by the 
blaze hurried to the aid of th e fire­ 
men. 
Many noted men have been grad­ 
uated from the institution, including 
Cardinal Gibbous, who w as graduated 
in 1857. 
The loss is estim ated a t $890,000. 
insurance, $175,OOO. 
T he college au­ 
thorities at once began m aking a r­ 
rangem ents for the retu rn of the stu ­ 
dents to th eir hom es or th eir tran s­ 
fer to other institutions. 
St. C harles college, at E llicott City, 
Md., is one of the best known institu­ 
tions for the preparation of young men 
for the priesthood in this country, tt is 
conducted by priests of th e Society 
of St. S ulpha, which originated in 
Franc-e, and the m em bers of which de­ 
vote 
them selves exclusively to the 
training of youth and young men for 
the priesthood. 
Residing in the college are about 
230 students and a score or m ore of 
professors—Sulpiclsn 
priests. 
The 
late F ather John B. Tabb, th e fam ous 
poet, was a teacher th ere for many 
years. 
The students w ere from all parts of 
the United States, and receive their 
classical training, and are subject to 
hid ti m oral discipline as is deem ed 
advantageous for young m en of their 
tailing.
